Gang, 

Although this is not directly related to qrp, I am interested in your 
Opinions, comments, first-hand knowledge, hearsay, etc. concerning 
putting 2m, 440 MHz and HF radios in various pickup trucks, such as 
the Ford F-150 and Toyota T100 pickups. I am in the market for a 
pickup (4x4) and have only looked at these two types so far. 


I have taken an HT and a Sony 2010 SW radio with me for the demos of these 
trucks. The Ford has some ignition noise at VHF but is very quiet on HF. 

The Toyota, however, generates lots of hash on HF but is very quiet on 

VHF. I believe QST reported that Toyota in general does not allow greater 
than 5 watt transmitters (e.g., CB, cellular) in their vehicles. So far the 
Ford and Toyota dealers are clueless when I ask about installing radios, even 
when I mention fleet vehicles. My 2m and 7Qcm radio is a 25 watt rig and 

the 10m rig is a 25 watt rig. Where I live 5 watts doesn't cut in on VHF/UHF. 


BTW, I have a '85 Nissan 4x4 that on 2 and 10 meters generates noise 
like hail hitting a fan.

He might say: "yes, yes, I knew I heard 
something in their, good one." But for us, the acid test is: "Could he copy 
me. u 


This was done not so much for the outside world, but for our own internal 
sense of: "Did we really make it?" 


Fran and Paul, who have done some super work on 40 meters, have also adopted 
this system.

Yes. And another excellent justification is regular DX contact with a friend 
or family member in a non-sport environment. Example: your son/daughter is 
in Papua New Guinea, and you want long discussions. Or, your passing phone 
patches from KC4AAA at the South Pole. In these situations, you're not 
looking for a DXCC copy of a single call sign and RST. You want reliable DX 
communication. 


Under these circumstances, an amplifier could be very important. KC4AAA runs 
a KW, and has a fixed 7-element yagi, pointed towards the U.S. No rotor, 
Since it would freeze. 

My point is, of course, that a sportsman shooting DX with a KW is like 
hunting moose with a bazooka. If you use a bow and arrow, it's more 
challenging. (I£ you shoot with a Pentax or Nikon, better still.)

You wrote: "Hi again Rob....the 4 letter word is a great idea...I like to 
play county-hunter at times and get really discouraged at the number of 2x2 
contacts that people pass off as contacts...I like to send 2x3 or something 
strange to see if they really are hearing me..... 


Exactly the same situation. However, if they are able to copy your call 
sign, then it's a good contact in any case. But if a relay station gives 
your callsign, then copying a minimal report like "2by2" is very very thin, 
because it is so commonly used as the nimimum. 


It's not a question of what CQ Magazine says, or the ARRL or ARCI say, it's 
really what you say that counts. 


I had one person write to me and say: "Million + miles per watt contacts 
shouldn't count because you set up a sked in advance." That to me is like 
saying: "The land speed record of the Blue Flame shouldn't count because they 
used a special car, and everyone went to a special location to try to break 
the land speed record, and it was pre-arranged The question really is how 
fast you could go in a Ford Mustang on I-95." 


The real question is, was the car really on land, and did they accurately 
measure and record how fast the car was going. 


As a matter of fact, the guys in California and Hawaii who set the new 
records for Gigahertz contacts do so on sked, using very special antennas and 
equipment carefully pointed at each other from mountain-top locations. 

That's no problem for me. I think it's great! The question is: "Did they 
have a system in place to verify that they really heard each other." (And I 
have no doubt that they do.) 


So the code word system really works for me. It satisfies my internal need 
to know that the other guy really heard my signal. Frankly, even after 22 
years as a radio amateur, it truly amazes me that milliwatt/microwatt signals 
can be heard over great distances. It's not intuitive. I think you need a 
day when the ionisphere is reflecting singals like a mirror. Also, I think 
it's the realm of single skip communication. I think that way too much 
energy is lost in ground absorption with multi-hops, and in fact the very 
best I've done with friends in South Africa and New Zealand is about 500K 
miles/watt. 


In the case of our trials, I really give KW1C a lot of credit. I have the 
easy job: setting up some specialty equipment and sending dits and dahs with 
my memory keyer. Poor Marty had to copy it! It really took excellent 
concentration on his part.

I want to complement Marty KW1C and Rob WA3ULH 

on their Miles-per-Watt achievement. Other issues 
aside, Rob's write-up shows the painstaking and 
scientific approach which characterise efforts to 
test the distance/power barriers to two-way 
communication. This was undertaken in the spirit 
of the early pioneers of QRP. 


Now, various issues will pop up: the ERP problem, 


given the high-gain antennas; the use of a four 

letter word as the data; the "realists'" question: 

what does that prove since it isn't real communication, 

and so on. I think that we should simply recognize the 
accomplishment for what it is within the parameters set 

by the two experimenters. Otherwise, every accomplishment 
can be questioned for some reason. For instance, what was 
the solar flux level? Should we add or substract or 
normalize the propagation factor into the equation, so that 
15 million-miles-per watt on 21MHz with a flux level of 300 
only works out to 7 m.p.w. on 7mHz with a flux level of 103? 
Or do we substract for topographical focusing as per Moxon's 
excellent analysis of the subject in his book, or add for 
lousy topographical un-focusing. In the final analysis, 
two-way QRPp communication has so many dependent variables 
that no two records are actually "equal" and every record 

is unique to its own ballgame and ballpark. 


The overall point is: if testing the limits of the power-distance 
barrier is a worthwhile objective, as it indeed is, then any 
verifiable record is of value.

Another fine rig from the NorCal group and N6kKR. 
If you can find one, latch on to it. 


Well, I just couldn't quit. I'm addicted. I'm a builder and I 
hate to just sit something out on the desk and not get it finished. :-) 


This kit is one of the best of all time. The parts are first class. 
Oak Hills Research owner Dick Witzke did the packaging of the parts and 
Northern California QRP Club did the cabinets, PC board, and mailing 
out via Priority Mail. The PC board was done by a CA house and put 

in a small bag with the kit by the club. 


Not a single part was missing, all were first class (not surplus) parts, 
and there wasn't a single part left over. Just a small amount of #26 
and #28 wire and that was it. Not a single screw, resistor, cap, or 
anything. I remember lots of Heathkits that had an extra part here or 
there and even sometimes a missing one. 


An added touch was the separate packing of the #28 and #26 wire and 
the hardware was packaged separately also. 


The instructions are first rate and even a first time builder, if he 
or she can solder carefully, should have no problems with this kit. 
Pay particular attention to how to wind the toroids and you shouldn't 
have any problems there either. Other than this is a great test to 
see if you have Attention Deficit Disorder, since 62 turns or more 

if you want to build it for the Novice frequencies is required for 
the main toroid. I use a 8x magnifier to double check after I wind 
any toroid. 


After getting everything soldered in and double checking for missed 
solder points, shorts, etc. and then using the toothbrush (not the 
one I brush with) with water to remove the solder flux from the 

63/37 solder, I install the board into bottom half of the shell 

case with front and rear panels attached via the controls. Then 

get the MFJ wattmeter/dummy load (see previous review on internet) 
attach to BNC connector for RF out, attach 4AHr cell, and grab a 

pair of those walkman type earphones that stick into the ear and 
power up the rig. No sound, but that's to be expected since everything 
is turned down. Crank up the audio and hear the hiss. Remove 

dummy load and attach to long wire. Ooops. Strong CW signal banging 
away at 20WPM. 


Get the frequency counter and I'm tuning from 7.015 to 7.055MHz from 

the start. Can't get any simplier than that. Tune up the receiver 

and it's a beauty. Nice filtering at about 400-500Hz and with adjustable 
center frequency I tune it about 7QOHz or so. Maybe 800Hz as I like 

a slightly higher tone at high speeds (something to do with Nyquist 

etc.) 


Check out the transmitter and it's adjustable from 0.0 to about 2W out. 
Get the OHR WM-1 and set the 40a for 0.95W output. 


Now this is at 2:30 am CST and there isn't that much going on 40M. 
So I move up to 7.040MHz, which is at the 3 o'clock position and 
7.Q030MHZ is at 12 o'clock and 7.020MHz is at 9 o'clock position. 

The dial seems to be very very linear!! Anyway, I hook up the 

CK-2 keyer with brass racer and fire off one CQ. I'll be darned --- 
a K4 hollers from SC gives me a 569 and he's a 599+ and I use him to set 
AGC. This is the best thing that Wayne did on the new rig is 

the new AGC circuit. I love it and I'm the one who disables 

AGC on everything. :-) We talk for about 15 minutes and as 

soon as I sign another station (KD4) calls me from NC and we 

chat for about 15 minutes. He gives me a 449, but he too is not 

all that strong either. That's it. I'm done for the night. 


Another fantastic rig. I am taking down the OHR Explorer for 

a while and playing with the 40a to run it through the paces. 

No more rig building until after Dayton. Yep, you heard it here 
first. :-) 


Now it looks like I have to build #2 when it gets here after Dayton. 
Just can't let a rig that good sit around, now can I? 


Others can comment also, but I took an extra 2 or 3 minutes trying 

to find R3. :-) It's next to L9 on the board edge. May have been 

I lost my attention span. I placed the crystals above the board by 
using a small allen wrench for a spacer until I got them soldered in. 
I'd recommend you put the crystals in first, then the order in the 
manual. I have this thing about each rig of putting all the resistors, 
caps, etc. with the markings all in the same direction. Just looks 
neater. May not make it work better, but if it looks good it's gotta 
run good too....... The Krylon Expoxy Enamel does a great job and it 
did dry in 8 or so hours. Probably needs another day to really really 
set to real hard. I may go back and add another coat and send 

panels off to get silk screened (see March 1995 QRPp on how to do this).

I hope to be getting on the air with a QRP+ in the next month or so and 

I need suggestions for a good QRP antenna tuner/wattmeter/SWR bridge. My 
MFJ 941C works fine now at QRO levels, but its manual and the manufacturer 
say that it will not register accurately at 5 watts and below for power or 
SWR. I can remember years ago using two air variable caps and a tapped 
coil with my Ten Tec PM3 and simply tuning for maximum output. I am using 
a 100 foot long wire about 20 feet up into a lead in coax, so tuning is 


a must. MFJ suggested their 971 which has crossed needles and can go down 

to 1 watt output for full deflection. I also looked at the Oak Hill unit and 
they suggest using the 941 as a tuner and just tune for the lowest 

reflected power. I'm not sure how well this would work, since there appear 

to be multiple low nodes on the 941C and not all indicate lowest SWR. I 
would also like to measure PEP on SSB, but that is not critical. Any 
suggestions? Price is definitely a factor. 


BTW, does anyone have any experience with a 7 amp gel cell unit called The 
Power Station? Thinking of getting one of those for QRP rather 
running it directly off a conventional power supply.

JS>wWhen I have enough time to get out to the woods, I figure on 
JS>using a "slingshot" dipole in the trees. But I'd also like to 
JS>have something I can use whenever I park my pickup in a nice 
JS>electrically clear area.
